Mthough  at  the  time  of  this  article 
all  plans  were  not  finalized,  a 
Teacher-Resource  Center  is 
scheduled  to  open  some  time  in 
January.  According  to  faculty 
members  of  the  College  of 
Education,  Alice  G.  Kiernan  and 
Penelope  Z.  Demogenes,  organ¬ 
izers  of  the  Center,  it  will  be 
somewhat  like  a  library,  “contain¬ 
ing  books,  classroom  series,  teach¬ 
ing  materials,  and  giving  those 
interested  an  opportunity  to 
exchange  ideas  about  teaching.” 
The  Center  will  be  staffed  by  some 
members  of  the  faculty,  and  will 
hopefully  give  undergraduates  the 
chance  to  learn  from  people  in  the 
field  of  education.  The  Center  will 
be  open  to  faculty  members, 
teachers  from  area  communities, 
and  to  undergraduates  and 
graduates.

Trustees 
Approve  New 
Housing  Policy 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  Lowell  approved  the 
new  housing  policy  at  their 
meeting  last  night.  This  policy's 
major  new  feature  is  the  priority 
given  to  Massachusetts  residents 
who  live  more  than  20  miles  from 
the  University.  Also,  some  of  the 
deadline  dates  for  letters  of  intent 
and  dormitory  deposits  were 
moved  up  a  couple  of  weeks  to 
allow  the  Housing  Office  to 
determine  the  number  of  beds 
available. 

The  policy,  which  was  drafted 
by  a  committee  which  included  Dr. 
Mary  McGauvran.  vice  president 
"  r  student  affairs,  Ellen  Duggan, 
assistant  dean  of  students,  Dean 
Lawrence  Martin,  and  students 
Barbra  CoppLnger  "rlass  of  1980). 
Denise  Nadeau  class  of  1981). 
Bruce  Arakelian  (class  of  1982). 
and  Mitchell  Plummer  (class  of 
1983),  was  deemed  necessary  after 
the  waiting  list  for  dormitory  space 
reached  600  during  last  summer. 
The  text  of  the  policy  is  listed 
below: 

In  conjunction  with  this  policy, 
the  Housing  Office  will  continue  to 
try  and  place  students  in  off- 
campus  housing. 

In  other  action  taken  by  the 
Trustees,  the  resignation  of  the 
College  of  Management  Sciences’ 
Dean  Daniel  Diamond  was 
accepted.  Diamond  will  return  to 
the  faculty  next  semester. 

Also,  the  pre-payment  deposit 
fee  was  raised  to  $60  for  freshmen, 
$30  for  tuition  deposits,  and  $50 
for  reaccepted  and  transfer 
students.

Senate  Hears  Housing  Report 
Proposal  To  Take  Over  Pawtucket  St. 
Gives  Grant  To  Players 


The  Student  Senate  heard  a 
report  from  the  Student  Trustee, 
Bob  Chenevert,  on  the  findings  of 
the  University  committee  which 
has  been  studying  the  shortage  of 
dormitory  housing  at  the 
University. 

Chenevert  read  aloud 
contents  of  the  report  to 
Senate.  The  recommendations  of 
the  committee  includes  the 
establishment  of  a  20  mile  radius 
outside  of  which  new  students 
would  get  priority  to  dormitory 
space.  They  would  insure  their 
status  by  notifying  the  school  of 
their  acceptance  by  April  1 5  and  by 
paying  the  $50.  prepayment 
May  1.

If  any  space  is  leftover  after,  the 
rooms  would  open  to  all  Massa¬ 
chusetts  residences,  who  were 

accepted  before  April  15,  with  the 
earliest  returns  receiving  priority. 

For  next  semester,  those 
students  who  are  currently  on  the 
waiting  list  will  have  preference  for 
any  open  space  and,  if  they  are  still 
not  housed  by  thep,  they  will 
receive  first  priority  for  the  next 
year.  However,  incoming  students 
for  the  second  semester  will  be 
subject  to  this  policy. 

Current  dormitory  students  will 
be  able  to  reserve  space  for  next 
year  by  signing  up  by  March  14, 
and  having  their  deposit  in  by 


April  1.  If  the  deposit  is  not  in  on 
time,  they  will  be  put  into  the 
incoming  student  pool  for  the 
dormitories.  Also,  the  current 
policy  of  pursuing  off-campus 
housing  will  be  continued. 

Chenevert  said  that  this  new 
policy  leaves  little  chance  for  the 
housing  of  out-of-state  or  foreign 
Students.  This  is  because  these 
people  will  have  a  chance  for  on- 
campus  housing  only  after  all 
other  students  have  been  housed. 
Chenevert  commented  that  this 
policy  is  due  to  the  general  feeling 
of  the  taxpayers,  that  they  don’t 
want  to  subsidize  out-of-state 
students,  which  is  a  general  policy

President  Duff  was  instructed  to 
begin  looking  into  the  possible 
purchase  of  the  Old  Middlesex 
County  Training  school  in  North 
Chelmsford.  He  was  also  given  the 
authority  to  enter  into  negotia¬ 
tions  with  the~  city  of  Lowell 
concerning  University-owned  land 
along  Pawtucket  Blvd.  near  the 
Tyngsboro  line.  This  land,  which 
was  purchased  1 6  years  ago  has  yet 
to  be  used  by  the  University. 

Finally,  a  status  report  was 
given  on  the  computer  science 
program  33  students  were 


accepted  into  this  program  this 
year  and  100  new  freshmen  will  be 
allowed  to  enroll  next  year.  The 
installation  of  the  computer 
complex  will  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  February  and  full  usage  will 
begin  in  September  of  1980  when 
sophomores  will  be  involved  in  an 
Assembly  language  project.  The 
major  problem  left  is  the  need  of 
two  well-qualified  computer 
science  faculty  members  and  the 
search  for  such  personnel  has 
begun.

1  Those  students  who  remain  on  the  current  1979  Waiting  List  will  be 
given  preference  for  housing  for  second  semester  of  the  1979-80  academic 
year  regardless  of  their  proximity  to  or  distance  from  the  University 
2.  New  students  accepted  to  the  University  for  second  semester  of  the 
academic  year  1979-80  will  be  placed  in  the  dormitories  according  to  the 
same  measures  to  be  applied  to  the  next  incoming  class  in  September 
These  are  as  follows: 

A.  Massachusetts  residents  will  be  given  preference  in  dormitory  place- 

ment.  v 

B.  Present  dormitory  residents  will  be  guaranteed  dormitory  space 
regardless  of  their  home  addresses,  provided  that  they  sign  up  for 
dormitory  space  by,  March  14,  1980,  and  provided  that  they  make  their 
non-refundable  ,  $50.00  dormitory  deposit  not  later  than  April  first. 

C  In  the  assignment  of  dormitory  space  to  new  students,  highest  priority 
will  be  given  to  those  Massachusetts  residents  living  more  than  20  miles 
irom  the  University  of  Lowell. 

1 .  The  students  who  qualify  under  this  regulation  must  have  filed  applica¬ 
tion  and  have  been  accepted  for  admission  by  April  15th 
1  Their  tuition  prepayment  must  have  been  received  not  later  than  May 

\  Rooms  Wl11  be  assigned  to  these  students  in  the  order  of  the  date  that 
their  tuition  deposits  ($60.00  freshmen-$50.00  transfers  and  reinstates) 
are  received  in  the  Business  Office. 

D.  If  there  is  still  space  available  after  the  above  mentioned  students  have 
been  assigned  space,  those  students  accepted  before  April  15th  who  were 
excluded  from  the  dormitories  because  of  proximity  to  the  University  will 
be  given  space  in  the  order  of  the  date  of  their  tuition  deposit  payment 
fc.  Exceptions  to  this  policy  will  be  made  for: 

1.  Handicapped  students 

2.  Any  exceptional  cases  to  be  determined  by  the  Counseling  Center 
and/or  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Students.

a.  Students  currently  living  in  the  dormitories  will  be  given  priority  for

b.  Students  whose  names  still  remain  on  the  current  Waiting  List  will  be 
permitted  to  sign  for  dormitory  rooms  for  September  1980  regardless  of 
their  home  address,  provided  that  they  make  their  $50.00  non-refundable 
dormitory  deposit  BY  APRIL  FIRST. 

c.  Dormitory  deposits  must  be  received  in  the  Business  Office  BY  APRIL

Negative  Reaction  To  Anti-Iranian  Protest 


On  Wednesday,  Nov.  2 1 ,  at  approximately  1  a.m.,  some  of 
the  residents  of  Leitch  Hall  staged  a  protest.  They  screamed 
obscenities,  lit  objects  on  fire  on  Tower’s  steps,  and  made  a 
sign  that  said  ‘Bomb  Iran'.  I’m  quite  sure  that  some  of  the 
students  were  just  caught  up  in  the  movement,  but  what 
about  those  who  weren’t? 

About  two  years  ago,  it  was  said  that  people  of  our  age  in 
America  would  not  know  the  devastating  effects  of  war. 
From  what  I  saw  on  that  night  this  statement  is  totally  true. 

Have  any  of  you  who  are  reading  this  ever  seen  war? 
Believe  me  it’s  not  very  pleasant! 

Almost  five  years  ago,  I  was  privileged  (if  you  can  call  it 


that)  to  witness  just  one  small  part  of  a  revolution.  I  was 
visiting  Portugal  at  the  time  of  their  upheaval.  Many  people 
were  living  in  the  gutters  of  the  street  because  they  had  no 
homes.  People  feared  for  their  lives.  I  understand  how  the 
Iranian  students  here  feel  because  Americans  were  called 
‘pigs'  and  did  not  have  freedom  of  speech.  I  was  lucky:  I 
never  saw  anyone  die.  What  I  did  see  was  a  lot  of  unneces¬ 
sary  suffering.  There  were  children  wandering  in  the  streets. 
Many  of  them  were  hungry  and  without  shelter-  or  parents. 
They  formed  bands  that  stole  food  in  order  to  survive.  Some 
lived  in  burned-out  homes.  Armed  military  men  patrolled 
the  streets.  I  often  wondered  if  my  family  would  be  separa¬ 


ted.  Our  plane  was  delayed  a  few  times  because  of  hijackers. 
Finally  the  ordeal  was  over. 

I  ask  you  this:  Could  you  honestly  say  that  you  would 
want  another  human  being  to  live  through  this?  I  know  that 
the  government  of  Iran  is  challenging  us,  but  war  is  not  the 
answer.  Bombing  causes  death  and  destruction,  nothing 
else.  These  little  protests,  such  as  the  one  on  Wednesday, 
also  don't  accomplish  anything.  Ask  any  Iranian  student 
here  how  they  feel  about  the  situation.  I’m  sure  that  they  are 
just  as  frightened  as  we  are.

53  Hostages  Still  Held  In  Iran 


The  siege  at  the  US  Embassy  in 
Tehran.  Iran  continued  into  its 
29th  day  with  the  rhetoric 
becoming  increasingly  harsh  on 
both  sides.  After  the  release  of 
eight  women,  five  blacks,  and  five 
non-American  embassy  personnel 
the  students  holding  the  remaining 
hostages  threatened  to  try  them  for 
espionage.  The  Ayatollah 
Khomeini  has  backed  these  threats 
with  his  authority  and  has  been 
allow  ed  to  set  the  date  of  any  trial. 

The  students  also  announced 
that  they  have  mined  the  area 
surrounding  the  embassy  and 
would  blow  it  up  if  the  US 
attempted  a  rescue  or  an  attack  on 
Iran.  They  also  announced  that 
they  w  ere  holding  three  US  ambas¬ 
sadors  who  were  originally  given 
permission  to  leave  the  country  by 
the  Iranian  government. 

On  the  home  front,  President 
Jimmy  Carter  has  taken  several 
steps  in  response  to  the  Iranian 
situation.  First,  Carter  has  frozen 
all  Iranian  assets  in  this  country  to 
prevent  a  mass  removal  which 
would  weaken  the  dollar. 
However,  in  response  to  this.  Iran 
has  refused  to  honor  57  -  15  billion 
in  foreign  debts.  This  action, 
although  it  will  damage  Iran's 
already  low  credit  rating  and  will 
have  little  effect  on  the  US.  will 
hurt  West  Germany  and  other 
European  countries  awaiting 
payment  of  debts. 

Carter  has  also  cut  off  all 
Iranian  oil  imports  and  has  moved 
two  aircraft  carriers  into  the 
Indian  Ocean.  Carter  has  contin¬ 
uously  warned  Iran  that  any  trial 
of  the  hostages  could  result  in 
military  action  by  the  US. 

The  US  has  also  brought  the 
matter  to  the  attention  of  the 
United  Nations  security  council 
this  past  weekend.  The  UN  has 
condemned  the  Iranian  takeover 
of  the  embassy,  but  had  not  taken 
any  further  action  as  of  this  past 
Sunday.  No  Iranian  official  was 
present  during  the  debate  and 
Khomeini  has  refused  to  accept 
any  UN  decision,  condemning  the 
organization  as  a  puppet  of  the 
US. 

Meanwhile  tempers  have 
continued  to  flare  in  this  country 
between  anti  -  and  pro-Khomeini 
groups.  Several  hundred  Iranian 
students  are  in  the  process  of  being 
deported,  but  the  ACLU  has  filed 


suit  against  the  US  claiming  that 
the  action  is  discriminatory  and 
unconstitutional.  Some  Iranian 
students  still  in  the  country  have 
joined  in  the  protests,  but  many 
have  not.  This  did  not  prevent  an 
Iranian  student  in  Arlington  Texas 
from  being  shot  in  his  apartment 
by  a  sniper  last  Saturday. 

While  all  of  this  has  been  going 
on,  the  subject  of  this  situation,  the 
ex-shah  of  Iran,  Mohammed  Reza 
Pahlevi,  continued  to  have  his  own 
problems.  After  having  undergone 
successful  treatment  for  a  gall¬ 
stone,  the  Shah  was  preparing  to 
return  to  Mexico  when  the 
Mexican  government  decided  not 
to  extend  his  visa.  The  Shah  was 
moved  to  an  Air  Force  hospital  in 
Texas  last  Sunday  in  order  to  give 
him  more  security,  but  it  is  still 
uncertain  where  he  will  go  when 
his  recovery  is  complete.  Egyptian 
President  Anwar  Sadat  has  again 
extended  his  invitation  to  the 
Shah,  but  the  students  holding  the 
US  embassy  has  stated  that  if  the 
US  allows  the  Shah  to  leave  the 
country  the  hostages  will  be  put  on 
trial  immediately. 

Meanwhile  President  Carter  in 
his  first  news  conference  since  the 
hostages  were  taken  on  Nov  4  was 
confronted  with  the  Question  why 
was  the  Shah  admitted  in  the  first 
place?  Carter  denied  reports  that 
pressure  from  several  influential 
friends  of  the  Shah,  including 
former  Secretary  of  State  Henry 
Kissinger  and  New  York  banker 
David  Rockefeller,  led  to  the 
Shah’s  admittance.  Kissinger 
continues  to  insist  that  the  Shah  be 
given  a  permanent  visa  and  that 
the  US  should  have  admitted  the 
Shah  as  soon  as  he  left  Iran. 

On  the  other  hand,  several 
doctors  have  stated  that  the  Shah 
should  have  been  treated  in 
Mexico  by  sending  specialists  and 
proper  equipment  to  that  country. 

Tension  in  other  Arab  countries 
was  set  off  by  a  siege  of  the  great 
Mosque  in  Mecca  Saudi  Arabia  by 
a  group  of  Moslem  guerillas.  The 
terrorists  were  of  the  Schiite  sect, 
the  same  sect  as  the  Ayatollah  and 
the  Militant  students  in  Iran.  The 
gunmen  attacked  during  dawn 
prayers  on  Nov.  20th  killing  at 
least  ten  worshippers  and  taking 
many  more  captive.  They  held  off 
the  Saudi  Arabian  army  for  four 
days  before  a  kamikaze  rush  by  the 


army  ousted  the  terrorists.  The 
casualties  were  heavy  during  the 
storming. 

To  complicate  the  situation,  the 
Khomeini  inspired  rumors  that 
American  imperialists  and  Zionists 
“were  responsible  for  the  Mosque 
takeover.  These  rumors  shook  the 
Arab  world  and  led  to  the  riot  in 
many  Arab  countries.  The  worst 
incident  occurred  in  Islamabd, 
Pakistan  where  a  mob  of  youths 
attacked  the  US  Embassy  killing 
two  Americans.  The  embassy 
employees  had  to  be  airlifted  out  of 
the  area  by  the  Pakistan  Army. 
The  army  did  repulse  the  rebels 
eventually  but  not  until  the 
embassy  had  been  burned  down. 
Also,  two  American  cultural 
centers  in  Pakistan  were  gutted  by 
angry  mobs. 

The  next  day  there  were  riots 
outside  US  Embassies  in  India  and 
Bangladesh,  but  there  was  no 
damage  during  the  demonstra¬ 
tions  Last  Sunday  the  US  Embassy 
in  Libya  was  gutted  by  protesters. 
No  casualties  were  reported. 

The  situation  was  also  explosive 
on  the  West  Bank  of  The  Jordan 
River  as  an  Arab  mayor  was 
arrested  by  the  Israeli  authorities. 
Bassam  Shaka,  the  mayor  of 
Nablus,  the  largest  city  on  the  West 
Bank  was  jailed  pending  deport¬ 
ation  because  public  support  of 
Palestine  Liberation  Organization 
activities.  In  protest  of  the  action 
the  mayors  of  the  other  23  cities 
and  towns  on  the  West  Bank 
resigned  and  Arab  businesses  shut 
down.  Several  of  these  people  went 
on  hunger  strikes  including  Shaka 
claiming  that  the  jailed  mayor 
should  be  put  under  house  arrest, 
given  a  full  deportation  hearing, 
and  allowed  to  speak  to  the  press. 
The  Israeli  High  Court  of  Justice 
delayed  the  deportation  to  allow 
the  mayor  to  exhaust  his  appeals. 

In  other  news  220,000  residents 
of  Mississaugua.  Ontario  were 
finally  allowed  to  return  to  their 
homes  after  spending  four  days  in 
shelters.  They  were  forced  to  leave 
their  homes  when  a  Tanker  car 
carrying  90  tons  of  chlorine  gas 
derailed  setting  off  explosions  of 
propane  gas.  Residents  through¬ 
out  the  area  were  moved  out  as 
winds  carried  the  fumes  in  several 
directions. 

Disaster  was  not  averted  in 
Antarctica  as  a  DC  10  carrying  257 
passengers  and  crew  crashed  into  a 
mountain  killing  everyone  on 
board  the  plane  which  left  New 
Zealand  on  a  sightseeing  flight  flew 
too  low  over  the  coastline  resulting 
in  the  tragic  crash. 

Boston’s  racial  problems  were 
again  in  the  news  as  a  covenant 
denouncing  every  form  of  violence 
in  every  neighborhood  was  drafted 
by  the  city’s  religious  leaders.  A 
rally  and  service  were  held  on  the 
Boston  Common  on  Nov  19  to 
start  the  signing  drive  for  the 
covenant.  Governor  Ed  King  was 
on  hand  to  sign  the  agreement  as 
well  as  Jewish,  Islamic,  Catholic, 
and  Protestant  leaders.  The 


signing  drive  will  be  carried  on 
throughout  the  city,  with  all 
signees  receiving  an  olive  branch 
pin  symbolizing  the  covenant. 

Two  highly  publicized  trials 
ended  last  week  with  full  or  partial 
acquittals.  First,  Willie  Sanders 
was  found  innocent  of  two  rape 
charges  and  one  of  assaulting  a 
woman  with  a  deadly  weapon,  a 
screwdriver.  This  crime,  which  is 
one  of  a  series  of  Brighton  rapes, 
occurred  on  Christmas  night. 
Sanders  will  be  tried  later  on  three 
other  of  these  rapes. 

In  the  Andrew  Puopolo  murder 
case,  Leon  Easterling  was  con¬ 
victed  of  manslaughter  while 
Edward  Soares  and  Rechard  Allen 
were  acquitted  in  the  fatal  stabbing 
of  the  Harvard  football  player  in 
the  Combat  zone  in  1976.  East¬ 
erling,  who  was  charged  with  first- 
degree  murder,  was  convicted  of 
the  lesser  charge  because  he 
admitted  stabbing  Puopolo  during 
the  trial.  The  trio  were  originally 
convicted  in  March  of  1977,  but 
the  decision  was  overturned  by  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  due  to  the 
disproportionate  exclusion  of 
blacks  from  the  jury. 

The  dispute  between  the  MBTA 
and  the  Boeing  Vertol  Co.  over  the 
matter  of  the  Light-rail  vehicles 
was  settled  out-of-court.  Boeing 
agreed  to  pay  the  MBTA  $40 
million  to  resolve  all  claims  and 
counterclaims  arising  from  the 
LRV  sales.  Also,  the  last  40  cars  in 
the  175-car  order  will  not  be 
delivered  or  paid  for.  The  MBTA 
will  pay  the  $3  million  balance  for 
those  LRV’s  it  has  received,  but 
100  of  these  will  be  modified  or 
repaired  by  the  MBTA  repairmen 
at  Boeing  expense  and  under 
Boeing  supervision.  The  LRV’s 
have  been  plagued  with  break¬ 
downs  of  doors,  air  conditioning, 
electronics,  and  propulsive 
systems  as  well  as  amany  other 
components. 

In  sports.  The  Boston  Globe 
reported  that  Ed  Garvey,  executive 
director  of  the  NFL  player’s 
association,  sent  a  memorandum 
to  the  28  player  representatives 
stating  that  the  NFL  is  a 
“monument  to  racism”!  Garvey 
claimed  that  the  NFL  commis¬ 
sioner  Pete  Rozelle  is  a  racist, 
saying  that  the  $2000  fine  of  New 
England  Patriot  Raymond 
Clayborn  after  a  fight  with  a 
sportswriter  was  racially 
motivated.  He  also  pointed  out 
that  although  half  the  players  in 
the  league  are  black,  there  are  no 
black  head  coaches  and  only  9  of 
the  290  assistants  are  black. 

The  response  to  the 
memorandum  was  harsh.  The 
NFL  accused  Garvey  of  using  a 
“red  herring”,  tactic  in  his 
memorandum.  New  England 
player  rep  Russ  Francis  criticized 
the  Globe  for  bringing  the  story 
out  while  the  Patriot  players  were 
speaking  in  the  Boston  schools 
trying  to  ease  the  tension  there. 
However,  several  patriots  agreed 
with  Garvey’s  statement. 

In  baseball  news  the  Boston  Red 


Sox  signed  two  free  agents  first 
baseman  designated  hitter  Tony 
Perez  and  relief  pitcher  Skip 
Lockwood.  The  Red  Sox  also 
signed  outfielder  Dwight  Evans  to 
a  5-year  contract  with  a  two-year 
no-trade  clause.  Relief  pitcher 
Dick  Drago  was  given  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  his  contract. 

Other  free  agents  signed 
included  pitcher  Dave  Goltz  by 
Los  Angeles,  pitcher  A1  Hrabosky 
by  Atlanta,  pitcher  Bruce  Kison  by 
California,  pitcher  Nolan  Ryan  by 
Houston,  and  catcher  Milt  May  by 
San  Francisco. 

In  other  transactions,  the  Texas 
Rangers  traded  third  baseman  Eric 
Soderholm  to  the  New  York 
Yankee  for  three  minor  leaguers. 

California  outfielder-DH  Don 
Baylor  won  the  American  League 
MVP-award  while  Pittsburgh  first 
baseman  Willie  Stargell  and  St. 
Louis  catcher  Kieth  Hernandesz 
tied  for  the  National  League 
Honor. 

The  New  England  Tea  Men  will 
be  moving  out  of  the  Bay  State 
next  year  due  to  the  scheduling 
problems  at  Schaefer  Stadium. 
The  problem  arose  when  racing 
dates  were  awarded  to  New 
England  Harness  Raceway  which 
owns  the  stadium  land  preventing 
the  Tea  Men  from  scheduling  any 
games  on  Wednesday,  Friday,  and 
weekend  nights.  The  Tea  Men  will 
probably  move  to  Providence, 
Hartford,  or  Shea  Stadium  in  New 
York. 

The  New  England  Patriots  have 
slipped  to  the  brink  of  elimination 
after  losses  to  Buffalo  and  Miami. 
The  Pats  are  now  8-6  and  must 
win  both  their  remaining  games 
while  Miami  must  lose  to  the  N.Y. 
Jets  to  allow  the  Patriots  to  make 
the  playoffs. 

The  Boston  Bruins  were  hot  and 
cold  winning  nine  in  a  row  and 
then  convincingly  b^at-ifl-g  — 
Montreal  before  losing  two  to 
Buffalo  and  Detroit.  The  Bruins 
are  currently  two  points  behind 
Buffalo  in  the  Adams  division. 
There  was  a  poignant  moment  in 
the  Boston  Garden  last  Sunday  as 
Bruins  former  coach  Don  Cherry 
returned  for  the  first  time  as  coach 
of  the  Colorado  Rockies.  He  was 
treated  to  both  a  standing  ovation 
from  the  Garden  crowd  and  a  5  -  3 
Colorado  victory. 

Finally  the  Boston  Celtics 
continued  to  surprise  the  league  as 
they  have  accummulated  a  19-5 
record,  the  best  in  the  NBA.

Although  there  is  no  treatment  there  are  steps  you  can  take  to  alleviate  your  symptoms. 


1.  Drink  lots  of  fluids.  This  will  help  reduce  any  fever  and  to  keep  secretions  loose. 

2.  Rest  so  your  body  can  fight  the  cold  and  prevent  it  from  worsening. 

3.  If  you  smoke,  stop.  The  cigarette  smoke  paralyzes  the  cilia,  or  tiny  hairs  in  your  lungs  which  help  move  mucus 
and  dust  particles  etc.,  out. 

4.  Gargle  with  1  /2  tsp  salt  in  4  oz.  warm  water  to  relieve  a  sore  throat.  Hard  candies  or  lozenges  may  also  be 
helpful.  Do  not  gargle  with  dissolved  aspirins  as  this  can  cause  injury  to  the  tissues  of  your  throat. 

5.  Nasal  sprays  may  help  relieve  nasal  congestion,  however,  they  must  be  used  only  as  directed  and  only  for  a  2-4 
day  period. 

6.  Oral  decongestants  such  as  Sudafed  provide  further  relief. 

7.  Aspirins  or  Tylenol,  2  tablets  every  4-6  hours  helps  reduce  the  aches  and  pains  that  often  accompany  a  cold. 

8.  Adequate  rest.  diet,  exercise  and  appropriate  dress  are  necessary  for  good  health.

of  most  states. 

Chenevert  criticized  the  lack  of 
attention  to  the  “fundamental 
problem”;  an  absolute  lack  of 
dormitory  space.  The  University 
has  resigned  itself  to  an  enrollment 
drop  within  the  next  5  to  10  years, 
but  Chenevert  claims  that  the 
enrollment  will  stay  steady  because 
the  University  will  continue  to 
attract  people  who  want  a  good 
education,  especially  in  engin¬ 
eering,  but  can't  afford  the  high 
cost  of  private  schools.  Also,  the 
University  is  drawing  more  heavily 
from  points  in  Massachusetts 
which  are  outside  of  commuting 
distance. 

Chenevert  admits  that  the 
chance  of  building  new  dorms  is 
remote  because  the  state  won’t 
allow  the  Building  Authority  to 
raise  the  necessary  money  by 
floating  the  bonds.  The  only  other 
possibility  would  be  to  purchase 
current  buildings  which  were  not 
in  the  original  report. 

In  a  related  matter,  Chenevert 
announced  that  Dr.  Duff  had 
formed  a  Committee  for  Dor¬ 
mitory  Living,  which  will  inves¬ 
tigate  the  problem  of  dormitory 
deposits,  maintenance,  and  secur¬ 
ity  as  well  as  other  matters  associa¬ 
ted  with  dormitory  life.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  anyone  who  has  had  part  or 
all  of  their  dormitory  deposit 
money  withheld  can  check  with 
Dean  Duggan  for  the  reason. 


Senator  Charlie  Turner  said  that 
he  has  talked  with  Physical  Plant 
Director  Charles  DeFillippo  on 
this  subject  but  DeFillippo  has 
maintained  that  the  monies 
charged  to  student  don’t  pay  for 
even  one-tenth  of  the  damages 
done.  However,  IFSC  Representa¬ 
tive  Nick  Vadala  said  that  DeFil- 
ippo  has  had  a  history  of  not 
responding  to  student  problems. 
For  instance,  Vadala  cited 
recommendations  made  by  an 
Energy  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sion,  of  which  Vadala  was  a 
member,  which  involved  minor 
adjustments  like  closing  windows 
near  heaters,  but  DeFillippo  did 
not  respond.  Chenevert  called  this 
attitude  symbolic  of  the  adminis¬ 
trations  fear  that  they  are  giving 
away  something  that  they 
shouldn’t  be. 

In  other  matters.  Student 
Government  President  Mike 
Haley  proposed  the  formation  of 
an  ad  hoc  committee  to  look  into 
the  possibility  of  the  University 
taking  over  Pawtucket  St.  from 
Aiken  St.  to  the  University  Ave. 
bridge.  The  purpose  of  such  a 
move  would'  be  to  increase  the 
security  in  the  dormitory  parking 
lots.  This  could  be  accomplished 
by  closing  this  section  of 
Paetucket  St.  and  putting  up 
guard-houses  on  each  end. 

Chenevert  commented  that  this 
action  would  become  a  lengthy 
process  because  the  Board  of 


Trustees  must  submit  a  request  to 
the  Lowell  City  Council  to  close 
the  road  and  donate  the  land  to  the 
University.  In  addition,  the  city 
has  its  eyes  on  4!/2  acres  of  river 
front  property  near  the  Lowell- 
Tyngsboro  line.  This  land  was 
given  to  the  University  in  1963  so 
that  a  boathouse  could  be  built. 
However,  this  land  has  not  been 
used  by  the  University  and  the  city 
wants  it  back,  so  it  could  be  a  focal 
point  of  any  negotiations.  Despite 
these  drawbacks,  Haley  formed  his 
committee  and  asked  for  volun¬ 
teers  and  asked  Chenevert  to  send 
a  letter  to  the  Trustees,  asking 
them  to  consider  this  action. 

The  Players’  loan  was  again  the 
subject  of  a  long  debate  with  a  new 

The  Players’  loan  was  again  the 
subject  of  a  long  debate  with  a  new 
factor  brought  up  during  the 
discussion.  Since  Dean  Elliott  of 
the  College  of  Music  had  co¬ 
endorsed  the  $5000.  Student 
Government  loan,  the  Senate 
wanted  a  clarification  of  “co- 
endorser”  at  the  previous  meeting. 
In  conversations  with  several 
senators,  the  Dean  has  maintained 
that  the  co-endorsement  was  only 
a  vote  of  confidence  so  that  Dean 
King  would  be  more  willing  to 
back  the  loan  and  not  a  guarantee. 

Senate  vice-president  Lynne 
Travers  said  that,  although  it 
would  be  adviseable  to  obtain  a 
legal  definition  of  “coendorse¬ 
ment”,  the  senate  could  not  delay

marshalls.  Terri  Bedard  and  Patti 
Connor  will  take  care  of  hospital¬ 
ity  and  Louis  Salamone  will  be  in 

charge  of  booking  events  and 
accounting.) 

No  reason  was  given  for  the 
Connor  resignation  and  the 
process  of  replacement  was  to  have 
begun  during  the  executive 
session.  However,  during  the  AC 
meeting,  there  was  some  sentiment 
expressed  to  disband  the  Cultural 
Committee  entirely. 

In  other  action,  the  AC  finalized 
plans  for  two  concerts.  A  $3155 
budget  was  approved  for  The 
Fools  and  The  Games  concert  on 
Dec.  2  Salamone  did  announce  the 
start  of  a  new  policy  with  regard  to 
payment  of  the  marshalls  which 
will  be  tried  for  this  concert. 
Instead  of  paying  the  marshalls 
$  1 0,  the  Social  Committee  will  give 
them  each  a  T-shirt,  a  free  ticket, 
food,  and  alcohol.  By  following 
this  procedure,  the  AC  would  save 
$  10,  which  according  to  Salamone, 
isn’t  much,  but  it  is  something.  He 
mentioned  that  most  marshalls 
preferred  this  plan  and  it  is  ideal 
for  smaller  shows.  Also,  he 
remarked  that  this  procedure 
“Makes  it  more  like  a  school 
show.” 

Bill  Steele  questionned  the  $70 
budgeted  for  a  paid  electrician,  but 
Salamone  responded  that  it  was  a 
safety  precaution  to  have  the 
electrician  on  hand  for  up  to  7 
hours  since  the  crew  and  audience 
is  not  as  experienced  with  wiring  as 
the  electrician  is.  Salamone  also 
mentioned  that  this  concert  had 
the  approval  of  the  deans,  the 
power  plant,  and  the  police. 

The  second  concert  discussed 
was  The  Ramones  and  Human 
Sexual  Response,  scheduled  for 
Monday,  Dec.  10  at  8:00  p.m.  in 
Cumnock  Hall.  Tickets  will  be 
$5.50  for  students  and  $7.00  for 
general  admission.  All  of  the 
contracts  involved  in  this  project 
were  on  the  desks  of  the  deans  and 


are  expected  to  be  approved  since 
the  plan  had  been  approved  by  the 
power  plant  and  the  police. 

Salamone  announced  two  cosjt^. 
cutting  policies  for  this  concert. 
First,  old  tickets  will  be  recycled  to 
save  about  $60.  Also,  Salamone 
will  try  to  get  the  marshalls  and 
stage  crew  to  accept  T-shirts,  food, 
alcohol,  and  a  free  ticket  instead  of 
the  $10  payment.  However,  Bill 
Steele  stated  that  marshalls  and 
stage  crew  should  not  be  paid 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  they 
accept  the  T-shirt  deal  because 
“after  working  1 5  hours  on  a  show, 
$10  for  your  efforts  is  kind  of  an 
insult.”  The  AC  agreed  with  this 
seniment  and  Salamone  stated  that 
because  of  this  reason,  he  felt  the 
T-shirt  deal  will  be  accepted.  A 
maximum  budget  of  $5610  was 
approved  for  this  concert. 

Then,  the  AC  reviewed  the  final 
reports  on  several  events  held 
earlier  this  semester.  For  Trent 
Arterberry,  $2215.65  was  the  final 
allocation,  which  was  within  $3  of 
the  projection  and  $35  under  the 
allocation. 

The  next  topic  was  the  perform¬ 
ances  of  The  Games  and  Merl 
Sounders  in  the  Rat.  Salamone 
stated  that  the  crowds  are  slowly 
beginning  to  return  to  the  Rat  and 
it  appears  that  the  Rat  will  not  be 
bankrupt  at  the  end  of  this 
semester  as  it  had  been  for  the 
previous  semester.  On  The  Games 
concert  specifically,  the  AC  will 
pay  $139.05,  but  the  Rat  had  no 
outstanding  expenses. 

The  Merl  Sounders  concert  did 
not  do  nearly  as  well.  Salamone 
attributed  this  problem  to  two 
factors.  The  first  problem  was  that 
the  event  took  place  on  a  long 
weekend.  The  second  problem  was 
a  lack  of  publicity.  Salamone 
claimed  that  there  were  plenty  of 
posters,  but  the  fact  that  The 
Connector  did  not  cover  the  event 
well  was  the  biggest  setback. 
Salamone  said  that  he  had  asked 
for  a  Vi- page  ad  on  the  back  page 


but  received  less  than  Va  page  in  the 
middle  of  the  paper.  Salamone 
claimed  that  “by  bury  ing  that  ad, 
the  show  was  helped  to  be  buried.” 

Since  the  AC  agreed  to  pay  half 
of  the  costs  before  door  intake  for 
the  event,  they  must  pay  $368.87 
while  the  Rat  showed  a  loss  of 
$30.87  for  the  concert. 

Salamone.  had  the  same 
complaint  with  The  Connector  on 
the  Ghost  concert  and  the  Bill 
Rodgers  appearance.  He  was 
especially  critical  on  the  Bill 
Rodgers  event  because  he  said  that 
he  submitted  publicity  on  timeout 
it  never  showed  up  in  the  paper. 
Since  the  paper  is  the  major  source 
of  publicity  for  the  AC,  Salamone 
said  that  “no  one  knew  that  it  was 
going  on.” 

Three  concerts  which  were  still 
under  negotiation  were  also 
discussed  during  the  meeting. 

Then,  club  allocations  and  club 
budget  items  were  discussed. 
Again,  the  debts  of  the  Players 
were  brought  up  through  a  reques¬ 
ted  allocation  of  $1300  for  the 
club.  However,  Salamone 
reported  that,  during  meetings 
with  the  deans  earlier  in  the  year, 
he  got  the  impression  that  no 
money  should  be  given  to  the 
Players  until  the  $3000  debt  to  the 
Dean’s  Special  Fund  is  replaced. 
He  said  that  the  deans’  position 
might  have  changed  since  then,  but 
he  also  pointed  out  that,  for  the 
last  three  years,  they  have  bor¬ 
rowed  money  and  lefts  debts  over 
the  summer.  Other  AC  members 
wanted  to  know  where  this  money 
was  going.  It  was  decided  to  table 
the  allocation  until  the  next 
meeting  when  the  Players’ 
president  could  be  present  to 
explain  the  expenditures. 

Club  allocations  approved 
included  an  increase  of  the 
Sociology  club  budget  from  $150 
to  $250,  $400  for  the  Physical 
Fitness  Club,  $750  for  the  Wireless 
Club  to  pay  off  radio  equipment 
bills,  $200  for  SCAN,  $200  for 


action  any  further.  She  proposed 
an  extention  of  the  loan  to  three 
years. 

Senator  Charlie  Turner  then 
proposed  a  motion  to  change  the 
loan  into  a  grant  with  the  possibil¬ 
ity  of  recovering  the  money  if  the 
College  of  Music  is  found  legally 
responsible  for  the  loan. 

Leading  the  opposition  to  this 
proposal  were  Senator  Tom 
O’Rourke  and  IFSC  Representa¬ 
tive  Nick  Vadala.  Vadala  was 
particularly  vehement  in  his 
opposition  to  the  loan,  saying  that 
the  Players  could  just  charge 
admission  to  the  shows.  O'Rourke 
said,  if  they  make  the  money*a 
grant,  the  Senate  should  be  ready 
to  put  up  another  $5,000  when  the 
Players  get  back  on  their  feet. 

Senate  president  Mike  Haley  led 
support  for  the  proposal.  Haley 
admitted  that  there  should  have 
been  more  restrictions  placed  on 
the  loan,  but  stated  that  it  wasn’t 
fair  to  penalize  the  group  for  its 
predecessors.  He  also  said,  “It’s 
not  as  if  Student  Government 
needed  the  money  desparately.” 

The  motion  to  absolve  the 
Players  of  the  loan  with  the 
proviso  that,  if  possible,  the 
College  of  Music  would  be  held 
responsible  for  the  loan  was  passed 
by  a  17-5  vote. 

Activities  Commission  Director 
Mary  Lazdowski  presented  the  AC 
report.  She  responded  to  recent 
criticism  of  the  delay  in  a  final 


decision  on  the  dormitory  buses  by 
saying  that  by  taking  the  extra  time 
to  research  the  situation,  the  AC 
has  found  out  that  $4,000  rather 
than  $3,000  can  be  cut  from  the 
budget  without  a  large  drop  in 
service.  The  Finance  Committee  of 
the  Senate  will  look  into  this 
proposal. 

Three  concerts  were  proposed 
by  the  AC  to  the  University,  but 
two  were  shot  down  by  the  Lowell 
Police  because  of  the  amount  of 
money  involved,  had  to  be  put  in 
the  Lowell  Auditorium  to  be 
successful  and  Lt.  Carr  of  the  Chief 
of  Police  and  the  Auditorium 
Commission.  One  concert,  by  the 
Ramones,  was  approved  for 
Cumnock  Hall  for  a  yet-to-be 
determined  date  in  December. 

In  other  AC  business,  the  Bill 
Rodgers  appearance  was  resche¬ 
duled  to  Nov.  19  because  of  a 
negotiation  snafu.  Also,  the  AC 
voted  to  pay  in  full  the  controver¬ 
sial  parking  lot  bill  from  Vegas 
Night. 

The  Senate  also  approved  two 
new  club  constitutions,  and  several 
nominations  for  open  positions. 
The  constitutions  passed  were 
those  of  SCAN  (Student  Coalition 
Against  Nukes)  and  GOALS  (Gay 
Outreach  Alliance  for  Lowell 
Students).  The  appointments  were 
Susan  Darling  of  the  Class  of  '82 
for  an  '83  AC  position,  Thomas 
Durkin  111  for  Vice  President  of 
the  class  of  '83,  Sheila  Holmes  for 
secretary  of  the  class  of  '81,  and 
Jim  Dandeneau  for  the  '80 
position  on  the  SUB  board^of 
Directors.

Football  Chiefs 
Win  Second 
National  Title 


The  ULowell  football  team  used 
their  explosive  offense  when  they 
needed  it  in  turning  a  40-35  third 
quarter  deficit  into  a  60-40  win 
over  Fairfield  University  to 
capture  their  second  national  club 
football  title  in  three  years  over  the 
Thanksgiving  holiday  weekend. 
The  Chiefs  will  now  retire  with  that 
championship  title  as  next  year 
they  will  move  up  to  Division  111 
under  Head  Coach  John  Per¬ 

reault. 

The  Chiefs  earned  this  title  the 
hard  way  unlike  two  years  ago 
when  they  went  undefeated  and 
were  literally  unbeatable.  After 
losing  their  final  regular  season 
game  to  Providence  College 

ULowell  was  forced  into  a  playoff 
game  with  Niagra  University 

whom  the  Chiefs  promptly 

disposed  of  61-20  a  large  crowd  of 
over  2,000  was  at  hand  to  see 
ULowell  clinch  the  title. 

The  Chiefs  took  the  opening 
kickoff  66  yards  for  the  score  as 
Army  Sancartier  went  over  for  the 
score.  Two  fumbles  in  the  first 
period  by  the  ULowell  offense  set 
up  two  scores  for  Fairfield  giving 
the  Stags  a  13-6  lead.  Sancartier 
scored  again  late  in  the  period  to 
bring  the  score  to  13-12  however 
another  Fairfield  score  made  it  20- 
1  at  the  end  of  the  quarter. 

The  Chiefs  racked  up  23  points 
in  the  second  quarter  as  Sancartier 
scored  twice  and  kxi  tUlis  once  to 
takea  35-34  halftime  lead  after  a 
wild  first  half. 

Fairfield  scored  their  last  points 
after  taking  the  second  half 
kickoff.  From  that  point,  it  was

ULowell  as  the  Chiefs  scored  four 
unanswered  touchdowns  in  the 
victory. 

Pat  Welch  caught  two  touch¬ 
downs  to  Ken  Welch  and  Ed 
O’Neil,  and  Ed  Kulis  scored  on  two 
runs  to  sew  up  the  Chiefs  win. 

On  the  afternoon  the  Chiefs 
piled  up  571  total  yards,  with  374 
on  the  ground  and  197  on  the  pass. 
The  Stags  also  racked  over  500 
yards  total  offense  in  an  amazing 
display  of  offense  by  two  teams. 
Army  Sancartier  led  all  carriers 
with  223  yards  on  21  carries,  two 
short  of  the  record  set  by  All- 
American  Terry  Coleman  two 
years  ago.

ULowell  Explodes 
On  Cross- 
Country  Scene 


On  Thur.  Nov.  29  the  swim  team 
began  its  regular  dual  meet  season 
against  Boston  University.  Under 
the  direction  of  new  head  coach 
Dick  Kenney  the  Chiefs  set  6 
school  and  4  Pool  records.  Triple 
winner  Don  Jensen  set  school  and 
pool  records  in  the  1000  freestyle 
(lo:24.20)  and  200  Breaststroke 
(2:18.41)  and  finished  first  in  the 
500  freestyle  with  a  time  of  5:05.94. 
Double  winner  Bob  Blacker  set  a 
school  and  pool  record  in  the  50 
freestyle  (:22.30),  finished  first  in 
the  100  freestyle  (:49.45)  and  was 
the  lead  off  man  in  the  school  and 
pool  record  relay  team  of  Blacker, 
Cawley,  Fogeren,  and  McCrave 
(3:24.10).  Other  people  to  set 
school  records  were  Bob  Lange  in 
the  200  I.M.  (2:08.40),  the  Medley 
Relay  team  of  Cawley,  Lange, 
McCarthy,  and  McCrave 
(3:49:20),  Mike  McCarthy  in  the 
100  fly  (:54.0),  Ted  Cawley  in  the 
100  Back  (1:00.86)  and  Bob 
Blacker  set  a  school  record  in  the 
100  freestyle  as  the  lead  man  in  the 
400  Free  Relay  with  a  time  of 
:48.90. 


The  Cross-Country  Track  season  is  over  but  it  is  to  be  remembered  as 
the  best  season  to  date  in  Lowell’s  history.  Codfish  champions,  IC4A 
champions,  third  ranking  in  all  divisions  in  New  England  and  third  in 
division  II  throughout  the  Eastern  United  States,  are  a  few  of  the  more 
noteworthy  accomplishments  of  this  year’s  team. 

Coach  George  Davis  attributes  the  success  to  a  super  team  effort;  the 
runners  have  been  sacrificing  for  a  year  since  last  years  disappointing 
season,  running  together  in  the  summer  and  otherwise  encouraging  and 
supporting  each  other.  The  leadership  of  the  seniors,  especially  Captain 
Mike  Hurton,  was  instrumental  in  the  success  of  the  team.  Coach  Davis 
also  gives  credit  to  the  Student  body  and  the  University  for  it’s  support¬ 
having  the  schedule  to  compete  with  the  best  and  attract  new  talent  to  the 
U  niversity.  And  a  detached  but  informed  observer  would  add  that  a  lot  of 
the  credit  goes  to  Coach  Davis  himself,  whose  time  and  dedication  for  the 
past  ten  years  at  the  helm  of  the  Lowell  Track  Program  has  earned  him 
the  respect  of  College  track  coaches  throughout  New  England  and 
Division  II. 

During  the  Duel  meet  season,  the  team  was  split  up  for  each  meet  in 
order  that  some  of  the  runners  could  rest  and  Tine  tune’ their  training  for 
the  more  important  meets  later  on.  As  a  result,  the  Chiefs  split  their  duel 
meet  season  record  2-2-1,  defeating  Brandeis  and  Bates,  losing  to 
Amherst  and  WPI,  and  tying  MIT. 

The  strategy  paid  off  as  the  whole  team  came  together  at  the  Codfish 
bowl,  a  Boston  State  Invitational  involving  23  area  teams,  and  won  it  for 
the  first  time  ever.  The  following  week,  the  Chiefs  traveled  to 
Philadelphia  for  the  meet  they  had  been  peaking  for  the  Northeast 
Regional  Championships  and  National  Qualifiers.  Thirty-nine  teams 
from  around  New  England,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  and 
Maryland,  came  together  to  see  who  would  advance  to  The  National 
Division  II  Championships  in  California.  And  in  placing  in  the  top  four 
teams  in  this  meet,  ULowell  became  the  first  New  England  team  ever  to 
qualify  at  this  meet  and  advance  to  the  Nationals. 

However,  before  traveling  to  California  for  the  Nationals,  the  team 
had  a  few  more  marks  to  set.  The  IC4A’s,  which  is  championship 
competition  involving  the  Eastern  part  of  the  United  States,  were  held  on 
Long  Island  and  it  was  here  that  ULowell  ran  one  of  their  best  races  of  the 
season.  The  runners  placed  four  out  of  the  top  five  in  the  first  ten  finishers 
in  the  race,  earning  them  “All  Eastern”  honors  and  clinching  the  College 
Division  Championship. 

^  The  team  continued  their  long  string  of  “firsts”  the  following  week 
back  home  in  Franklin  Park,  Boston;  site  of  the  New  England 
Championships.  This  meet  doesn’t  distinguish  between  divisions-that  is. 
Division  II  schools  are  in  Competition  with  themselves  and  both  Division 
I  &  III.  Thus,  the  meet  tends  to  be  dominated  by  Division  I  but  the 
U  niversity  of  Lowell  came  through  with  another  exceptional  race,  despite 
adverse  conditions,  and  placed  third  in  the  meet.  The  highest  Lowell  has 
ever  finished  in  the  New  Englands. 

The  final  meet  and  climax  of  the  season  was  the  Nationals  in  Riverside, 
California.  Lowell  placed  twelfth  among  the  twenty-four  teams  that  had 
qualified  from  every  region  of  the  country.  This,  of  course,  was  a  fine 
finish  for  the  ULowell  team  but  there  were  two  trying  circumstances. 
Mike  Hurton  finished  a  single  heartbreaking  second  out  of  25th  place 
with  which  he  would  have  earned  the  title  “All  American”,  and  Mark 
Bashour,  who  had  been  running  in  the  top  five  all  season,  pulled  a  muscle 
at  the  four  mile  mark  of  the  6.2  mile  race  and  was  forced  to  drop  out. 
Bashour’s  successful  finish  would  have  enhanced  U Lowell’s  scoring 
considerably. 

In  part  II  next  week,  the  story  behind  the  results  will  be  told,  that  is  the 
story  of  the  runners  themselves  and  their  performances  and  individual 
accomplishments.

The  Chiefs  have  established 
themselves  with  respect  after  only 
two  years  in  Division  II  of  the 
NCAA, structure,  but  the  task  at 
hand  is  to  still  gain  prestige.. .a  goal 
that  does  not  come  easy.  With  a 
solid  list  of  difficult  opponents 
already  on  the  schedule,  new  foes 
like  Seton  Hall,  Assumption, 
Southern  Conn.,  New  Haven, 
Bridgeport,  and  Stonehill  will 
make  things  interesting.  The 
Chiefs  will  also  play  in  Bentley’s 
Holiday  Festival  on  December 
28/29  with  Stonehill,  St.  Michael’s 
and  host  Bentley. 

Coach  Tony  Romano  (fourth 
year)  has  lost  through  graduation 
twoo  1,300  career  scorers  (Chris 
Prince  and  Steve  Oliver)  plus 
valuable  reserve  Matt  McCafferty. 
Another  big  loss,  was  6'6"  forward 
Stan  Whetstone  who  has  chosen  to 
take  this  school  year  off  for 
personal  reasons. 

The  outlook,  though,  is  not  one 
of  gloom.  The  Chiefs  return  eight 
players  from  last  year’s  1 1-15  team. 
Heading  the  list  of  veterans,  are 
senior  co-captains  Fred  McCall 
and  Pete  Forbes  and  backcourt  ace 
junior  Darren  Foster.  McCall,  a 
67"  center,  with  no  high  school 
experience  came  on  strong  last 
year  to  finish  with  a  8.1  scoring 
average.  Forbes,  a  6'6"  forward, 
has  been  a  regular  since  his 
freshman  year  and  last  year  scored 
at  a  4.8  clip.  Foster,  a  6'2"  guard, 
ranked  third  in  New  England 
Division  II  among  assist  leaders 
last  year  while  scoring  at  a  9.9 
pace.
